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Bridport library faces massive cuts 


BRIDPORT library faces job losses, cuts in opening 
hours and reduced budgets for new books if council¬ 
lors back proposals at a county council meeting next 
week. 

The future of Dorset’s libraries will be discussed 
next Monday as the county council look to save 
£800,000 from their annual budget. 

Four possible solutions will be considered by the 
council but all will either see Bridport’s service cut or 
fringe libraries, including Burton Bradstock, Beamin- 
ster and Charmouth, handed over to the community to 
run or being lost entirely. 

Councillors will debate the pros and cons of all four 
money-saving solutions before making a recommen¬ 
dation to the Cabinet in July. 

The options are: 

# A - Retain 14 core libraries and offer the remaining 
20 libraries to be run by local communities, supported 
by the county council; 

• B - Retain 24 libraries, and offer the remaining 10 
for local community ownership and management, sup- 
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ported by the county council. To make the necessary 
savings, this option would also involve a reduction in 
the bookfund and in frontline, management and sup¬ 
port staff. Income options would be introduced 
through contributions for book reservations and read¬ 
ing groups would be invited to make donations to the 
service; 



• C - Reduce opening hours across all 34 libraries by 
10 per cent, cut the bookfund and reduce frontline, 
management and support staff. Charges would be in¬ 
troduced for book reservations, and reading groups 
would be invited to make donations to the service. 

• D - Reduce the bookfund, review the approach to 
buying books, cut the frequency of book deliveries, 
and reduce management and support staff. 

Public consultation on options A and C has been tak¬ 
ing place across Dorset over the past three months. A 
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small majority, 55 per cent, of users at the 14 ‘core’ li¬ 
braries favoured proposal A, while a total of 67 per 
cent of users at the 20 community libraries backing 
option C. 

Discussions have also taken place with library 
friends groups and local community representatives 
about these and other suggestions to find the savings.

ors has met to consider suggestions, options and the 
modernisation of the service. 

The policy development panel have supported plans 
to retain all 34 libraries, a proposal put forward by 
campaign group Ad Lib. Ad Lib’s acting chairman, 
Tim Lee, said: “We are, of course, delighted that the 
panel has backed the plan put forward by Ad Lib in 
January. We accepted then, and we still do, that the li¬ 
brary service must cut its spending by £800,000 next 
year. But our alternative to the wholesale closure of li¬ 
braries would save at least that much and keep these 
smaller libraries at the heart of community life.” 

Bridport Town Councillor David Tett also supports 
plans to retain all 34 Dorset libraries. “If it came to the 
crunch and Burton Bradstock were going to lose their 
library then we, as a good neighbour, should consider 
helping out,” he said. 

“We mustn’t be mean about this, we must consider 
others, not just ourselves. In some of the rural areas 
the elderly have nothing more than a book to read and 
a TV to view so if push comes to shove we should re¬ 
ally consider helping one another.” 

The committee’s views and recommendations will 
go to the council’s cabinet meeting on July 6th for fur¬ 
ther debate, before a final decision is made by the full 
county council on July 21st. Any agreed changes need 
to be implemented by April next year. 

Debbie Ward, the council’s director of adult and 
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the Hive Beach Cafe, backed by chef Lesley Waters. 
Group member Annette Shaw was the first to host a 


community services, said: “The decreasing amount of 
resources means that the current level of service can¬ 
not be maintained. 

“There are a number of significant factors to balance 
when determining a way forward for the library serv¬ 
ice, both in terms of the future provision of the library 
service and making the required level of savings. 

“There is a critical need to provide clarity on the way 
forward for the library service in order to achieve the 
required savings by April 2012.” 

The proposals will be considered by the council’s 
community overview committee next Monday, June 
20th.

FOLLOWING a plea from a Brid- 
port father in last week’s View 
From to save the children’s heart 
unit at Southampton General Hos¬ 
pital from closure following Gov¬ 
ernment plans to streamline the 
health service, there is news that a 
Weymouth family - whose daugh¬ 
ter received a hole in the heart op¬ 
eration at the hospital in February 
2010 - have raised a petition con¬ 
taining almost 1,000 signatures in 
support of keeping it open. 

Lisa and Ian Green of Wyke 
Regis were also shocked to find 
that parents all along the south 
coast including the Isle of Wight 
and the Channel Islands, would 
face a trip to London or Bristol 
should their children have a serious 
heart problem. 


As a result they launched the pe¬ 
tition to save the Ocean Ward, 
rated as the second best children’s 
heart unit in the country, where 
two-year-old Amelia was treated. 

More than 110,000 signatures 
have been collected in 13 weeks by 
a local daily newspaper in 
Southampton who is spearheading 
the Have A Heart campaign, and 
hundreds of campaigners attended 
a rally in the city recently. 

Southampton was featured in just 
one of four options which have 
been put out for a four-month pub¬ 
lic consultation, ending on July 1st, 
before the joint committee of Pri¬ 
mary Care Trusts makes its final 
decision by the end of the year.

Hateful comments over a private matter 


■ I WRITE for two reasons. Firstly, 
to come to the rescue of my dear 
friend and neighbour,Trish Symon, 
who has been misreported by the 
press and hounded by the public, 
not only nationally, but interna¬ 
tionally, over the making of a pri¬ 
vate complaint. 

To all of those who have made 
comments about outsiders arriving 
in Dorset and complaining about 
everything from mud to distur¬ 
bance from cattle etc, I have lived 
next to Loders School for 25 years, 
my children attended the school, - 
and I am a co-complainant. 

So you see, this has nothing 
whatsoever to do with Trish com¬ 
ing from Surbiton or anywhere 
else, and complaining. 

She has given time and dedi¬ 
cated musical coaching to the 
community, is a friend and support 
to all who have met her, and has 
embraced village life with far more 
enthusiasm than most newcomers. 
She is certainly not going to find 
"life in the village very difficult" as 
reported in another local newspa¬ 
per, as the majority of residents are 
intelligent enough to realise that 
this story has been distorted and 
blown out of proportion by public 
stoking of the boilers of the press. 

Trish deserves a public apology 
for the hateful comments made 
about her. 

Secondly I write in order to clarify 


the misconceptions and misreport- 
ing over the complaints made. 
Trish, myself and another long 
standing close neighbour, Bill Ker- 
swell, made complaints to both the 
headmaster, Mike Kite, and to West 
Dorset District Council with regard 
to the excessively loud music 
which accompanies the'wake and 
shake'exercise before school in the 
playground. 

NeitherTrish nor any of the other 
complainants "insisted that the 
children's exercise activities should 
cease immediately", nor made 
complaint about the children 
singing, merely that the recorded 
accompaniment music volume be 
turned down. 

These were private complaints, 
and have somehow been reported

So for the first time in 25 years, I 
made my complaints. 


I have been a huge supporter of 
Loders Primary school during this 
time, but some things I draw the 
line at. 

Thank you Mike Kite for pointing 
out that "this village is not a mau¬ 
soleum." There are living residents 
here with opinions and feelings, 
and who from time to time would 
appreciate some consideration. 

To finish on a lighter note, this 
story can now cease, because after 
a visit by the council representative 
the music is now one third of the 
original volume, only lasts for four 
minutes, and is therefore accept¬ 
able. 

The interference by the press and 
public simply turned a small and 
private matter into a quagmire of 
misconstrued fact, with Trish 
Symon the recipient target of cyber 
bullying and hate mail. I hope you 
will all now leave us to the peace of 
our village, with the school we love.

Milestone for family who run 
tourism park in perfect setting 


H IGHLANDS End, one of the most popular hol¬ 
iday parks in Dorset, is this year celebrating 
its 40th anniversary. 

Situated at Eype, near Bridport, with panoramic 
views over Lyme Bay and just 500 metres from an 
unspoiled beach, Highlands End first opened in 
1971 after Hertfordshire pig farmers Ken and Pat 
Butcher decided to start a new life in tourism with 
daughters Vanessa and Katrina. 

The search for a suitable site lasted 18 months be¬ 
fore the family moved to Highlands End Farm. 

In those early days Highlands was still very much 
a farm, consisting of mainly pig and cow sheds, with 
cattle walking through the park twice a day for milk¬ 
ing, but it also had 60 holiday homes and 20 tourers 
with planning permission for 160 caravan holiday 
homes. 

Back it 1971 it cost 12 shillings to hire a caravan for 
a week with a £67 for a yearly pitch fee. There was a 
charge of £16 a week for a tourer and 50pa night for 
a tent - the prices reflecting the amenities being 
shared by the farm animals. 

Interesting times 

The Butchers'first major investment in Highlands 
came in 1971 when they spent £18,000 on a new toi¬ 
let block - but with no electricity. The showers were 
coin operated and many visitors had interesting 
times leaping in and out of the showers to add more 
coins! 

In 1972 the static caravans were removed to allow 
the farm animals into the park to provide additional 
income. There was no road access to the site and no 
water supply until 1976. Prior to this water was

pumped from a borehole near to the park entrance. 

For the first two or three years Pat Butcher com¬ 
muted to and from Hertfordshire until it was de¬ 
cided that the family would live in a caravan. By the 
mid-1970s a family home was built near the park 
entrance much to the delight of Mrs Butcher be¬ 
cause Ken kept selling the caravans and the family 
had to regularly move from caravan to caravan at 
short notice. 

Daughter Vanessa started work cleaning the cara¬ 
vans in 1974 but soon progressed to shop assistant 
when the shop was built in the 1970s in what was 
the milking parlour. 

Another significant change during the 1970s was 
the decision to change the rule of accommodating 
adults only to allow children of 12 and over to stay 
at Highlands and then all ages a few years later. 

There was one family who regularly stayed at High¬ 
lands with a daughter known as "I'm 12" which was 
her greeting every time she visited the shop. 

Up until the 1990s the visitors to Highlands End 
happily shared their holiday destination with a herd 
of cows. The dairy herd on surrounding farmland 
walked through the park twice a day to be milked 
until the farm was sold in the mid-1990s. 

The Butchers acquired some of the land but regret¬ 
ted the end of the daily visits by the cows and the 
demise of the local dairy farm. 

During 1978 the nearby Golden Cap Holiday Park 
was purchased and since then the family have in¬ 
creased their business interests by acquiring Graston 
Copse and Larkfield at Burton Bradstock, and Sandy- 
holme at Owermoigne, near Dorchester.

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Era of great change for 
Highlands amenities 


**Y“HE beginning of the 1980s 
saw a significant step forward 
at Highlands End with the ac¬ 
quisition of the flats near the en¬ 
trance to the park. 

The family are particularly proud 
of this extension to their business 
with the flats being redeveloped in 
2009, offering three well appointed 
apartments for all-year-round holi¬ 
day rental. 

The early 1980s was a time of cel¬ 
ebration for the hard-working 
Butcher family. They took time out 
from the running of their expand¬ 
ing holiday park business for the 
1982 wedding of daughterVanessa 


to Martin Cox at St Mary's Church in 
Bridport. Martin worked for the 
local authority and was also a re¬ 
tained fireman at Bridport. 

Martin, who went on to serve the 
fire service for over 25 years, be¬ 
came the seventh member of staff 
in 1984 and encouraged the devel¬ 
opment of the bar area which 
opened at Highlands in 1985, much 
of it constructed in heavy snow, 
and then the swimming pool in 
1988, opened by West Dorset MP 
Sir James Spicer. 

In the same year the old barn was 
knocked down to make way for the 
main toilet block, a second one 


being added in 1998. 

The creation of the bar involved 
the demolition of the old dairy to 
make way for improved social 
amenities for their holiday guests. 

Since then the bar and restaurant 
area have become an important 
focal point in the community, play¬ 
ing host to many local functions 
over the years. 

The 1990s started in dramatic 
fashion when West Dorset was hit 
by some of the worst storms in liv¬ 
ing memory. Several caravans were 
damaged and had to be replaced 
but all affected owners were up 
and running again by April 1st.

W ITH Highlands 
End established 
as one of Dor¬ 
set's premier holiday 
parks, development of 
the Eype site continued 
through the 1990s. 

The tennis court was 
added in 1994 and Shep¬ 
herds Down pitch and 
putt in 1995, adding to 
the many amenities and 
activities Highlands had 
to offer. 

In the mid 1990s it was 
decided to add a sauna 
and steam room to the 
swimming pool, provid¬ 
ing modern facilities re¬ 
quired in an ever 
increasing competitive 
market. 

The reception and shop 
were redeveloped in 
stages during the late 
1990s, providing a mod¬ 
ern area to accommodate 
the park's busy bookings 
office. In 2007 the office

couraging sustainable 
tourism and to give more 
attention to the impact 
on the environment. 

Subsquently, Highlands 
has been following and 
testing some environ¬ 
mental projects to help 
make the park more sus¬ 
tainable and environmen¬ 
tally friendly. These have 
included, the installation 
of recycling stations 
around the parks, includ¬ 
ing green waste, which is 
recycled by the mainte¬ 
nance team and re-used 
across Highlands' many 
flower beds. 

Other innovations have 


included environmentally 
friendly vehicles, water 
butts on all buildings; en¬ 
abling 80 per cent of wa¬ 
tering to be done with 
recycled water. 

The showers in the toi¬ 
let blocks and swimming 
pool are partially pow¬ 
ered by solar energy and 
air source heat pumps, 
and this includes all the 
water requirement in the 
bar and restaurant. 

Highlands are investing 
in the future of alternative 
energy and the new 
apartments are the most 
modern aspect of today's 
world, with all heating 


carried out by air source 
heat pumps. PV Panels on 
the swimming pool roof, 
may soon be seen, help¬ 
ing to heat and maintain 
the pool at its comfort¬ 
able 29 degrees. 

Rainwater harvesting 
and further use of solar 
panels and air heat source 
pumps are under consid¬ 
eration for the future.

History of the Oakroom 


The Monmouth Rebellion 

The Duke of Monmouth 
landed at Lyme Regis on the 
11th June 1685 to challenge 
King James' claim to the 
throne, following the death of 
Charles II. He assembled an 
army in excess of 3000 men 
and marched to Sedgemoor 
in Somerset. 

He was defeated by the 
King's army in less than a 
month. Around 1300 were 
taken prisoner. Five Judges 
came to Dorchester with the 


infamous Judge Jeffreys, 
whose reputation was that of 
the'hanging judge! 

In September 1685, 312 
cases were heard in the Oak- 
room at the rear of the Ante¬ 
lope Hotel; of these 292 were 
sentenced to death. Only 74 
were executed, with 175 
transported, 9 were fined or 
whipped and 54 were dis¬ 
charged. 

Judge Jeffreys - having his 
eye on promotion - was later 
made Lord Chancellor.

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When King James fell and 
William of Orange landed in 
Torbay, Jeffreys was cap¬ 
tures and imprisoned in the 
Tower of London. He died 
in 1689 while awaiting trial, 
probably of natural causes. 
Rumours at the time said 
he has been poisoned 
while in theTower and that 
his body had been re¬ 
turned to Dorchester and 
walled up in the Court¬ 
room - now the Oakroom.

SALUTATION TO THE DAWN 

"Look well to this day 
For it is life, 

The very best of life. 

In its brief course lie all 
The realities and truths of existence 
The joy of growth 
The glory of action, 

The splendour of beauty 

For yesterday is but a memory, 

And tomorrow is only a vision, 

But today, if well lived, makes 
Every yesterday a memory of happiness 
And every tomorrow a vision of hope. 

Look well, therefore, to this day." 

Fifteen centuries later, William Butler Yeats, 
talked about the dawn in quite a different way. 

THE DAWN 

I would be ignorant as the dawn 
That has looked down 


On that old queen measuring a town 
With the pin of a brooch, 

Or on the withered men that saw 
From their pedantic Babylon 
The careless planets in their courses, 

The stars fade out where the moon comes. 
And took their tablets and did sums; 

I would be ignorant as the dawn 
That merely stood, rocking the glittering coach 
Above the cloudy shoulders of the horses; 

I would be — for no knowledge is worth a straw - 
- Ignorant and wanton as the dawn. 

This next verse comes from Henry Wadsworth 
Longfellow's Birds of Passage, Flight the First. 

DAYBREAK 

A wind came up out of the sea, 

And said, "O mists, make room for me." 

It hailed the ships, and cried, "Sail on, 

Ye mariners, the night is gone." 

And hurried landward far away, 

Crying, "Awake! it is the day!' 

It said unto the forest, "Shout! 

Hang all your leafy banners out!" 

It touched the wood-bird's folded wing, 

And said, "0 bird, awake and sing!' 

And o'er the farms, "0 chanticleer, 


Your clarion blow; the day is near." 

It whispered to the fields of corn, 

"Bow down, and hail the coming morn!' 

It shouted through the belfry-tower, 
"Awake, O bell!proclaim the hour!' 

It crossed the churchyard with a sigh, 

And said, "Notyet! in quiet lie!' 

And finally, a short poem from Sara Teasdale's 
'Flame and Shadow'collection from 1920. 

MORNING SONG 

A diamond of a morning 
Waked me an hour too soon; 

Dawn had taken in the stars 
And left the faint white moon. 

O white moon, you are lonely, 

It is the same with me, 

But we have the world to roam over,

Armfield's 120 carves up Hamworthy 


DORSET FUNERAL PLAN LEAGUE 
Premier League 

Dorchester 227-5 beat Weymouth 218-8 by 9 runs 

THERE was an exciting finish to the first of this year's local der¬ 
bies with Weymouth just failing to reach their target after being 
reduced to 80-5. 

Will McKay who was still there at the end with 74 not out and 
Matt Lawes (27) looked like they were going to stop Dorch¬ 
ester's recent good record against them with a seventh wicket 
stand of 64, but James Dunham (2-54) who celebrated his 18th 
birthday the day before and was carted for three sixes by 
McKay, kept his nerve to snare Lawes and then trap the dan¬ 
gerous Simon Browne (5) to slow the Seasiders progress who 
eventually ran out of overs. 

Dorchester were invited to bat having lost the toss, and the 
accurate bowling of Rob Nobbs (0-45) and Lawes (2-40) who 
dismissed Dave Maslen (8) and Adam Rendell (2) saw Dorch¬ 
ester make an uneasy start at 27-2. 

However this brought Rob Waite (65) and Dan Belt (79) to the 
wicket and they plundered 141 for the third wicket that took 
the initiative away from Weymouth. Belt's innings, following on 
from a half century the previous week included a huge six of 
Cube White that landed in the cemetery. 

When both perished in close succession, an unfinished part¬ 
nership between Quenton Miller (20 not out) and captain Mar- 
tyn Richards (22 not out) saw the county town reach a 
respectable 227-5 off their allotted overs; McKay (2-32) and 
Brown (1-24) picking up the other wickets. 

Mike Peak, called up to replace the injured Phil Morley, re¬ 
moved Weymouth skipper Paul Payne (8) and Dean Janaway 
(5) to leave Weymouth 32-2 in reply, but despite 36 from Tom 
England and 19 from Jim Ryall, with Waite (2-36) and Miller (2- 
38) getting among the wickets the visitors were soon strug¬ 
gling at 80-5. 

When Sean Fitzgerald (16) went at 100-6 it looked like an 
early finish, but McKay found support in Lawes and almost 
turned the tables. 

Dorchester's Richards said:"lt was a tremendous win for us in 
the end, as Weymouth made a really good go of it considering 
they were 80-5 at one stage. 

"It was a great partnership between Rob Waite and Dan Belt 
which set us up for a strong total after losing two early wickets 
to Matt Lawes. The total could have been significantly more 
but for the loss of Dan and the accurate death bowling of Rob 
Nobbs and Matt Lawes. 

"Dan and Mike Peak, bowled impeccable lines with the new 
ball and Mike forced the wickets of Paul Payne and Dean Jan¬ 
away, before he pulled up with a calf injury 

Waite picked up where Peak had left off and from the other 
end Quenton Miller followed Dan with a superb spell of accu¬ 
rate seam bowling. 

"Matt Lawes and Will McKay brought Weymouth back into 
the game with a partnership of 64 but Shaun Little's great line 
and length at the end made it near impossible for Weymouth's 
batters to get the total. 

"It was a relief to walk off victorious, particularly after Wey¬ 
mouth were in the mire at 80-5 but I reminded the guys that 
was exactly the position we found ourselves in at Wimborne 
last week. 

"Ultimately the difference was discipline - all of our bowlers 
bowled straight and conceded very few extras, and while we 
put a couple of catches down we took key chances which Wey¬ 
mouth failed to on a number of occasions." 

Division One 

Weymouth 281 -5 beat Hamworthy Rec 120 all out 
by 161 RUNS 

A SUPERB century from Jonny Armfield and outstanding bowl¬ 
ing from Simon Mitchem were the highlights of the victory that 
puts daylight between their opponents at the bottom of the 
league. 

Armfield returning after several weeks injured with a broken 
thumb looked like he had never been away, as he smashed 120 
runs well supported by a half century from Kieran Womble. 

Asked to bat first, Weymouth got off to a bright start before 
Cameron Armfield was brilliantly caught by Mike Fisher off his 
own bowling. Jonny Armfield joined Joe Trevett (33) and they 
put on 50 for the second wicket playing very well and saw off 
the spin attack before the opener was dismissed with the score 
on 84-2. 

Armfield and Womble then added a breathtaking 137 and 
despite Hamworthy setting the field well back to stop the 
boundaries, both batsmen timed the ball to perfection, hitting 
the ball to gaps and running many two's and three's. Womble 
was eventually run out for 53, whilst Armfield finally suc¬ 
cumbed for 120. 

Platts (31) and Wood (18) put on 49 for the first wicket before 
Michael Pearce (1 -16) made the breakthrough, but with Kinsella 
(25) looking strong they moved on to 87 before Dan Hutchens 
and Mitchem got to work. Hutchens bagged 4-34 from 9.2 
overs but it was Mitchem's incredible 5-7 from seven overs, four 
of them maidens that saw Hamworthy lose nine wickets for just 
23 runs. 

Captain David Trotter said:"Jonny and Kieran's stand was bril¬ 
liant and was one of the better batting displays I have seen 
from either party. With Hamworthy having set the field to stop 


the boundaries, both batsmen hit the ball into the gaps and 
ran lots of two's and three's; very sensible and wise batting from 
two young men. Johnny's innings was truly superb." 

Commenting on his sides bowling he commented: "Dan 
Hutchens bowled with pace, bounce and fire and was excellent. 
The bowler of the day however was Simon Mitchem who was 
brilliant. He even bowled a batsman and the bails didn't fall off! 
Therefore his figures could have been even better. I am really 
pleased for him as he has lacked confidence lately and this per¬ 
formance will do him a load of good. He is a talented young 
man and an asset in any team with both bat and ball. 

To be fair to Hamworthy they fielded a weak side on the day 
and I am sure the next time around we will be facing a far 
stronger team. I felt for John Ryan and James Almond who have 
both bowled well as late but I did not have the opportunity to 
get them on, but I am confident that they will both be called 
on next week. 

"On the whole we have shown continued improvement in all 
aspects of the game, the biggest improvement has been our 
fielding with some great catches and out fielding. James Al¬ 
mond for example took a marvellous catch in the covers during 
the game. 

"During the last three games we have picked up 48 points 
which has been a tremendous effort." 

Division Two 

Beaminster 247-9 beat Cranborne 147 all out by 100 runs 

BEAMINSTER finally claimed their first win of the season with 
a comprehensive 100 run victory over third placed Cranborne 
at the Memorial Playing Field. 

Joe Hawkins was the star with a quickfire 58 from 32 balls to 
give Beaminster the platform to attack, and then claimed 4-49 
as Cranborne crumbled to give the hosts a much needed boost, 
although it was very much a good all round team performance 
both with bat and ball. Missing eight regulars, Beaminster had 
to scratch their second team game to fulfil the fixture, but 
everyone produced a sterling performance. 

Winning the toss Beaminster decided to bat, and although 
runs were hard to come by, Richard Runyard and Dave Penman 
battled determinedly with a superb opening stand of 81 before 
Runyard was bowled for 43 trying to force the score. 

With Penman (32) stoically holding down one end Baker (20) 
and Hawkins played positively looking to accelerate the scor¬ 
ing. With middle order support from Hugh Rathbone (22) and 
Adam Herring (13) also hitting some aggressive boundaries, 
Hawkins finally fell for an excellent 58 with five overs left, but 
with David Hall scoring a useful 13 not out, Beaminster reached 
247-9 off their 45 overs. 

Cranborne began positively and scored some hard hitting 
boundaries, but Payne (13) paid for it when he was stumped 
brilliantly down the leg side off Baker's bowling (2-32) with the 
score on 30. 

Hawkins then removed Beacham (5), Park (19) and the dan¬ 
gerous Ingram (34); the opener and captain dismissed by a su¬ 
perb catch by Steve Garland at mid-on from a thumping shot 
off a full toss.

Add the fact that the hosts included some first team players 
coming back from injury, it made life tough for the league lead¬ 
ers. 

That said Dorchester produced an excellent performance in 
the circumstances, but in the end just ran out overs.

CATTISTOCK continued their good form with a win at Parley.

Martinstown 206-8 beat Bridport 103 all out by 103 runs 

A SUPERB innings of 96 from Tom Adams rescued Martinstown 
from a tricky situation at 37-4 to record a relatively easy victory 
over Bridport. 

Dom Gape (2-24 off 12 overs) and Ashley Nicholls put the 
home openers under pressure and when Gape caught and 
bowled Henry Lewis (10) with the score on 18 it triggered a 
mini collapse with Ed Nicholls (12), Rob O'Brien (0) and Danny 
Dancer (4) all falling to Nicholls. 

However Sam Kershaw joined Adams and they set about re¬ 
pairing the damage. It was Bridport skipper Mark Smith (1-21) 
who broke the century plus stand by snaring Kershaw for 40, 
before Adams, who scored at almost a run a ball smashing 
eighteen 4's and a six became Nicholls fourth victim going for 
the big hit that would have given him three figures.

However Smith (12) and Gape (37) with a stand of 46 
started to retrieve the situation, but after Smith's demise only 
Luke King (17) and Wes Lewis (19 not out) offered any resist¬ 
ance against Liam Banfield (4-26) and Dancer (4-25) who 
scythed through the bottom of the order. 

Winning captain Quincey said: "It was another good victory 
after a tricky start. I was really pleased with our team's perform¬ 
ance, especially the calmness of thought displayed by Sam and 
Tommy in rescuing us from 37-4, enabling us to post another 
total in advance of 200. 

"There was a bit of uneven bounce and it was never easy to 
time the ball which further emphasises the value of Tommy's 
brilliant inning. Our bowlers immediately settled on tidy areas 
not allowing Bridport to settled and gain momentum in their 
innings, and the pressure eventually told.The fact that eight of 
the Bridport batsmen were bowled reflects the number of de¬ 
liveries we were landing in the right areas of the pitch.

Blake zips to fastest in world in Ukraine 


PAUL Blake continued his quest for gold at next 
year's 2012 Olympics with a tremendous perform¬ 
ance in the Ukraine Athletics Championships in 
Yevpatoriya recently. 

The 21 -year-old middle distance runner has been 
concentrating on improving his speed at Bath Uni¬ 
versity where he trains as part of the UK Athletics 
Paralympic Programme. 

He entered the T36 200m and 400m as part of 
the training regime, and produced the fastest time 
in the world this year when winning the 200m. 

Blake smashed the previous best of 26.60 by over 
a second, winning in 25.19, but is still shy of the 
world record time of 24.60secs. 

In the 400m he was just edged out by Ukraine's 
Roman Pavlik, the Beijing 2008 Olympic bronze 
medallist, who beat him by just by 1/100th of a sec¬ 
ond, but shaved 1/10th of a second off his PB in a 
time of 56.86secs. 

"I was really pleased with my times.This was part 
of my speed training and so I was quite surprised 


how well I did, but it is all good background for my 
build up to the Olympics. 

"I lost out on gold in Auckland in the 800m and 
1500m partly because of my lack of finishing 
speed, and so the training I have been doing will 
put me in good stead, and that showed in my times 
here. 

"At the moment the longer races are still my goal, 
but we will see how 
things pan out in the 
next few months as to 
whether I look at run¬ 
ning the sprints." 

Blake was due to com¬ 
pete at a small meet in 
Watford today where he 
will run the 200m and 
his first competitive 
100m, before preparing 
for a competition in 
Stuttgart next month.

Midway through the concert, Rod a big football fan and 
Celtic supporter introduced the Swansea City team and their 
manager Brendon Rogers on stage, to congratulate them on 
promotion to the Premiership following the play-off final at 
Wembley 48 hours earlier.

Syndication - a cheap 
way to have fun! 

MANY dream of owning a racehorse and all the fun and excitement that it brings 
but believe they can't afford it - well you're wrong writes Stuart Broom. 

Being part of a syndicate is a relatively new option for potential investors and is 
proving very popular. 

Bob Buckler has been running the Strictly Come Racing (SCR) syndicate for four 
years and is encouraging prospective new owners to come forward. 

"It is a really exciting way of being involved without any of the fuss required, 
as all the administration is done for you." 

Anyone who has been to a race meeting will have enjoyed the excitement of 
cheering on their favourite horse win or lose, but syndication goes a step closer, 
allowing you to rub shoulders with all the top trainers and owners as well as 
being involved in the social side with other members of the syndicate both on 
and off the course. 

The current SCR syndicate comprises of a small number of people who pay a 
monthly fee towards the cost of owning part of a racehorse, or in their case race¬ 
horses. 

The fee goes towards the training costs, vet fees, race entry and jockey's fees, 
in fact everything that is required to race a horse. The administration of all these 
items is handled for you, so you have no need to worry. 

In return you get access to the Buckler stable to see your horse in training on 
the gallops and around the yard as well as complimentary entry to the races 
when your horse is running, and weekly updates. Occasionally the syndicate 
meet, maybe at the stables or after racing and enjoy a social gathering of like 
minded people. 

I only had a passing interest in horse racing before I turned to journalism four 
years ago, and knowing there was a large interest in horse racing, started writing 
regular reports and features about Bob's yard which was then at Melplash. 

This involved random visit's to a racecourse when one of Buckler's horses were 
running, and I have found it to be a very pleasant and interesting experience 
which mirrored the opportunity that someone in the syndicate would receive. 

I have been in the parade ring before the race and met jockeys such as Harry 
Skelton and Daryl Jacob, and the unsaddling enclosure to hear the jockey's ver¬ 
dict on the horses running. I have visited the weighing room before racing to 
deliver silks, the pre-parade where the horse is getting final grooming and a 
check, and to other owners and corporate boxes for drinks and nibbles. 

If it were not for the need to meet print deadlines in my job which formalises 
my week, I would seriously consider becoming a member of a syndicate. 

Bob Buckler has a great reputation in racing for his patience and skill in training 
chasers particularly, and it is fascinating observing his methods. 

The SCR currently have one horse in training; Crank Hill, who has won over 
£12,000 in prize money with two wins and a total of nine places in his 25 races. 

With their other horse Charming Oscar having just retired because of a leg in¬ 
jury they are currently in the process of replacing him with one of Buckler's new 
horses recently purchased from the Doncaster sales. 

The cost of becoming a member is an initial £1000 and then £200 a month 
which represents great value, and anyone interested should contact Bob on 
01460 75922. 

One point of note; Bob trained 2009 Irish Grand National winner Niche Market, 
which won over £137,000 in one race!
